Tbis increased vioieace is best as* 
plained by two impartant circumstances, 
that the great contest in Europe, lor aa 
equilibrium guaranteeing all ita State« 
against thé ambitioe af aoy» ha« beea 
dosed wlthaat any chock aa the over* 
bearing power of Grcat-BrUala aa |lw 
ocean» and that it ha« left la berhaada 
disposable armantenu, with which, for­ 
getting the diftcultiee of a remote war 
agaiast a free people, aad yieldiag to the 
intoxkatiop of«uccces,wiibthe example 
of a great victim to it before her «yea, 
she cherishes hopes af «till farther ag­ 
grandising a power already farmidable 
in Ua abpses to the tranguiltty of the civi­ 
lised aad cammercial world. 


Bat whatever may have inspired the 
enemy with tbeae more violent purpose«, 
the pablic councds of a na&ioo, more a- 
ble to malataia tbaa it waa to aoquire ita 
indepaodeace, and drill« a devotion to it 
rendered more ardent by ihp expei ience 
of |is blessing«^ caa never deliberate bat 
oa the aiearn mostefffectaal for detesting 
tlio extravagant views or iiowarraatable 
pasilona, with waieh alone the war caa 
now.be pursued agaiast as. 


In the event of the preseat campaiga, 
the enemy with all liia augmented 
means, aad wanton use of them, has lit­ 
tle ground for esaltstioa, u nies» ha can 
leal it in the success ef hJa^ recent enter­ 
prises againat tnia metropolis and the 
neighbouring town of Aleaaoiria ; fi-ota 
both of which, hi« retreat« were as pre­ 
cipitate, as liia attempts were bold and 
tortanate. In hi« ether incursion« oa out 
Atlsntic frontier, his progress, often 
checked and chastiaed* by the auirtial 
spirit of the neighbouring eitiaens, ha» 
tiad more effect in distressing individu­ 
al* snd *lishonoring bis arms, than in 
promoting any objsct of legitimate war­ 
fare. And iu the two inatancéa men­ 
tioned, however deeply to be rigretted 
on our part, be will Aim!, in his traasieut 
iuccess,whicft interrupted for a moment 
inly the ordinary public busioess at the 
scat of government, no compensation for 
lie loss of character with the world, by 
•his violation of private prupeity, and by 
his destruction of public edifices, pro- 
' •cted a» monuments of tbe art« by tbc 
taws of civilised'warfare. 


On our»ide we can hpMil to a «erie» 
«.f achievements, which nave given new 
lustre to tho American arms. Besides 
the brilliant iocldeats in the miaor ope­ 
ration» of the campaign* the apleadtd 
victories gained on the Canada aide of 
the Niagara, by the American forces un­ 
der Major Gen. Riowri and Brigadiers 
Scott and (laines, have sained for thea« 
heroes and their emulating companions, 
tbe most unlading laurels, afid bavin* 
triumphantly tested , the progressive 
discipline of the American soldiery4ieve 
taught thr enemy that the iei^br he 
protract» his hostile eftita, the nuire 
certain and deciuva will be his finaldi» 
comfiture.
